Any well drained soil, neither’ acid 
nor strongly alkaline, and containing 
a fair supp’y of organic matter, will’ 
grow alfalfa. Any land which. wil 


produce a good yield of corn will be i 


found ideal. Ground upon which wa- 
ter stands is not desirable. Only soiis 
which have been cropped for a long 
‘term of years are likely to be acid. 
Where this condition exists it can, be 
cropped by liming, Alfalfa will ae 
on rather ‘poor land, but wil alw, 
succeed better on the richer Jan 
There should be sufficient plant food : 
to give the plants a good start. These 
aré the.ideas advanced by C.. W. Pug- 
sley in. Bulletin 120 of the Nebraska 
experiment station at Lincoln. He 
advises farmers to purchase their seed 
f the north or from the dry lands 
‘the northwest, rather than from thes 
sonth, It is ‘also recommended that 
no,seed be, used by Nebraska. farmers 
which has‘not been tested for ‘purity. 
and for germination by the govern- 
ment seed laboratory located. at Lin- 
coln.- This test will be made free. 
In’ Nebraska it is customary to use 
about 20 pounds of seed per acre. If 
the seed is good and if the land is 


than is neceseary. It takes more seed 
for broadcasting than for drilling. 
Some excellent stands have been ob- 
tained by using as low as 10 pounds 
of seed to the acre, but in these in- 
stances conditions were ideal. In the 
eastern part of Nebraska from 15 to 
20 pounds should be used; in the drier 
regions from 10 to 15 pounds where 
hay is desired, and a less amount 
where it is to be used for producing 
seed, « 

Where the seed fs broadcasted -the 
best’ results are obtained where the- 
land: is disced in such a manner that 
the ground is left rough previous to 
the seeding and then cross-harrowed 
to cover the seeds.. Probably the best 
thod in most places is to drill.
